T H E FATHER IX CUSTODY 


His Name Is Jonathan Abbott, and 
His Niece, Clara, Is the Mother 
of the Infant. 


The United States Army Has No Use 
for Ex-Convicts. 


Jonathan Abbott, a lather and 
plasterer, 37 years old, and 
his 


niece, Clara Abbott, aged 20 years, 
are the parents of the giri baby left 
on the porch of P. E. Testerm an’s 
residence, 
N inth 
and 
Prospect 
streets, between 10 and 11 o’clock 
o’clock Friday night, as chronicled 


i n detail in the S unday 
' M or n i n g 


D e m oc r a t . 
Credit for the solving of the 
mystery is due Officer Lovelace, 
who at 6 130 o’clock last night ar­ 
rested Abbott on the charge of in­ 
cest. 
The accused was found in a rent­ 
ed room over McGinley Bros.’ 
store, and was at once taken into 
the presence of County Attorney 
Steele, where, after one and one- 
half hours’ questioning, he finally 
weakened and 
confessed 
every­ 
thing. 
The girl in the case is a daugh­ 
ter of Thos. A bbott and is an own 
niece of the father of her child. 
The couple have been living to­ 
gether in adultery for the past two 
years, and the babe was born in a 
two-room house on the north side 
of Harvey street February 21, last. 
Friday night Abbott and his 
niece took the infant to the Tester- 
man home and deposited it on the 
porch, after which they returned 
down town. 
The same night the girl departed 
on a westbound Missouri Pacific 
train for Springfield, where her 
uncle intended to join her this 
week. 
A w arrant has been issued for 
her arrest also, on the charge of 
incest, and the officers there have 
been wired to take her in custody. 
The prisoner is said to be one of 
the best workmen in his line in Se­ 
dalia. 
Three months ago he and 
his niece went to Springfield, but 
returned a month ago, the child 
being born a few days after their 
arrival. 
A bbott was arraigned in Justice 
B urr’s court this morning. 
He 
waived a preliminary hearing and 
was committed to jail in default of 
$500 bond. 
Officer Lovelace felt confident 
last Saturday that A bbott was the 
father of the child, from the fact 
that he was seen in the vicinity of 
the Testerman home Friday even­ 
ing, sizing up the surroundings. 
It was further known that Ab- 
b ott’s niece had recently given 
birth to an illegitimate child, but 
not until late Sunday afternoon 
could the officer locate Abbott, and 
soon afterward his arrest was ef-

A Jefferso n City dispatch say s 
the senate revisio n co mmittee has 
ag reed u po n the fo llo wing new sec­ 
tio n prescribing the du ties o f co u nty 
assesso rs : 
“ The assesso r shall valu e all the 
pro perty o n the assesso r’s bo o k s, 
bo th real and perso nal pro perty , at 
its tru e mark et valu e at the time o f 
the assessment, su ch valu e to be 
ascertained fro m the last vo lu ntary 
sales o f same o r lik e pro perty fo r 
cash o r credit in the vicinity , bu t 
he shall assess su ch real and per­ 
so nal pro perty fo r taxatio n at o ne- 
half o f su ch tru e mark et valu e.” 
No w, if the g eneral assembly 
will add ano ther new sectio n re­ 
qu iring co u nty and state bo ards o f 
equ alizatio n, in valu ing the prep- 
erty o f co rpo ratio ns, to fo llo w the 
same ru le prescribed fo r co u nty as­ 
sesso rs we will have an appro xi­ 
mately fair assessment. 
Merely becau se a co rpo rati©» 
o wns hu ndreds o f tho u sands o f do l­ 
lars’ wo rth o f pro perty is no reaso n 
whv it sho u ld be assessed at o ne- 
fo u rth o f its valu e while the citizen 
who o wns o nly the ho me in which 
he lives shall pay u po n fro m 50 to 
8 0 per cent o f its real valu e. 
An u nju st assessment mak es tax 
do dg ers. A fair assessment o f all 
pro perty wo u ld materially redu ce 
the rate o f tax levy .

W hen this woman was 19 y ears 
old she fell in lov e with a y ou ng 
stockman, 
Jose Cassela. 
They 
were happy for nearly two y ears, 
and then the hu sband fell from a 
wagon. 
His sku ll was fractu red 
and he wag picked u p dead. 
The widow wedded the son of a 
storekeeper named Harris. W ithin 
less than a y ear the hu sband fell 
and broke his leg. 
Blood poison­ 
ing set in and death soon followed. 
Felipe Helmu th, a miner, was 
the nex t man to tem pt fate. 
A t 
the end of fiv e weeks there was a 
cav e-in at the mine where Helmu th 
was working, and his body was re­ 
cov ered a few day s later. William 
Storey , a y ou ng actor, who had 
known 
Marie 
when they were 
children, was the nex t. 
Mr. and Mrs. Storey were liv ing 
on a ranch near San Ju an. 
W hile 
ou t walking by himself one ev en­ 
ing Storey entered what is known 
as “ Speaking C any on.” 
Perhaps 
the happy bridegroom whispered 
his bride’s name as he was alone, 
and perhaps he was frightened by 
the thu nderou s reply that came 
from all sides. 
One spoken word

wou ld make him the center of an 
eddy ing whirlpool of monosy llables 
that wou ld flu tter abou t his ears 
like bats of ev il omen.

Four Enterprises That Furnish 
Much Work. 


WRITE-UP IN THE "G. U. ’’ 


Th e Brewery , Ice Plan t, Co ld Sto ratre 
Bu sin ess an d th e Sh o p s o f 
the Mm K. a T. 


Sedalia was referred to as fol­ 
lows 
in the 
Globe-Democrat 
of 
Sunday, two pages being devoted 
to showing that “ prosperity” is 
abroad in the west : 
For about a year after the presi­ 
dential election of 1896, Sedalia 
was at a standstill. 
Then business 
men began to invest their money in 
new enterprises, and as a result of 
their confidence in the future of 
the city, there are now four new 
industries here, 
employing about 


5<X) men at fair wages. 
In 1896 Sedalia spent 
a 
large 
amount of money in the capital re­ 
moval campaign, and it w^as in O c­ 
tober of 1897 that the plans «f the 
Moerschel 
Brew ing 
com pany’s 
plant were drawn and 
accepted, 
and the work begun. 
This com­ 
pany erected a brewery which ha^ 
a capacity of 25, 000 barrels per 
annum. 
It employs 
twelve men 
and has a monthly pay roll of $900. 
The building 
was completed in 
1898 and the business of the com­ 
pany has been and is a very satis­ 
factory one. 
A fter this brewery was built the 
Lemps found it necessary to in­ 
crease their facilities for handling 
beer out of Sedalia to Central M is­ 
souri points, and a fine new plant, 
costing $100, 000 to build, was put 
up. 
A n ice factory is a part of 
the Lemp plant, which is incor­ 
porated under the 
name 
of the 
‘ •Sedalia 
Ice 
and 
Refrigerating 
C o . ” 
T w e n ty men are employed 
in the beer depot and the ice fac­ 
tory, and their wages average $40 
per month. 
This plant was com­ 
pleted in the summer of i?98. 
The Sedalia Ice and Cold Storage 
company, having already a first- 
class ice plant, increased its capac­ 
ity and built cold storage and egg 
and poultry warehouses at . i cost 
of $25, 000 during the fall of 1898. 
In these induscries 100 men are 
employed picking poultry, pack- 
ing eggs, curing meats, etc. , and 
they are paid at an av erag e rate of 
?3 5 P^r 
M anv of the men 


get good w^ages, but the number of 
boys employed in the poultry de­ 
partment cuts the average down to 
$35 a month. 
Sedalia’s last important industry 
is the new car and coach shop* of 
the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texa* 
railway, built in 
this city by the 
citizens, who subscribed and paid 
$100, 000 in cash for the buildings. 
The company has fitted the shops 
with the best 
and most modern 
machinery 
at a great additional 
cost, and this week all the men 
employed in the old shops moved 
into the new ones. 
There is room 
in the shops for the employment of 
800 men, but the company has not 
yet announced how many will be 
employed tin* spring. 
There are 
a 
few more than 300 at present 
employed, at an average wage 
of 
$37. 50. 
These shops are the finest and 
most 
complete 
on the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas system, and the 
people 
of 
Sedalia 
are proud o f 
them— proud of the fact that they 
built them and thus gave to the city 
a permanent place of employment 
for several hundred men.
